pleaded guilty to second degree 
murder in the rape-stabbing 
death of Dona Jean Armstrong, 
28, last December.

prison "for and during the 


period of your natural life." and 
recommended lo any parole 
authority that "should parole be 
considered it be done only after 
care and caution and the most 
thorough psychiatric screen- 
ing." 


Figlus stood with one hand 


clasping his other wrist in front 
of him and displayed no emotion 
when the life term was imposed. 


Miss Armstrong was killed 


Dec. 10 at the home of her 
parents. Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
Armstrong, at 1209 Lane drive, 
St. Joseph, who were on vaca- 


tion at the time. 


While making his plea on 


March 1. Figlus related he spent 
the preceding night in the Arm- 
strong home as a guest of the 
girl's brother. Figlus told Byrns 
he left in the morning, went 
home, then returned to the 


Armstrong home with the in- 
tention tci kill Miss Armstrong. 


Figlus said he raped her. 


stabbed her. took a shower in 
the house, and then went lo St. 
Joseph high school. Byrns yes- 
terday praised St. Joseph police 
for their investigation of the 
cane.

Lester Knickerbocker, of the

He 
noted a parole would require a 
public hearing-to enable anyone 
to make comments, and even if 
the parole board should approve 
parole. Byrns or his successor 
in office could block the parole 


by objecting. 


Byrns noted Figlus' counsel. 


Ally. James Slraub. had asked 
the court to exercise unders- 
tanding and clemency.

Byrns told Figlus.

Last November proved thai Jimmy 


Carter is a great vote getter and the 
public opinion polls taken since he en- 
tered into the White House seven 
weeks ago reinforce that standing. 


Lyndon B. Johnson started out in the 


same manner, only his opening pace 
more resembled a fast break down a 
basketball court than ball handling 
one's way through a sticky defense. 


This is great for an officeholder and 


his party. There's nothing like having 
the home folks thinking they are doing 
a great job. 


Vietnam persuaded LBJ not to seek 


re-election in 1968. The opinion polls 
were running so strongly against him 
on that issue that Johnson began to 


. entertain doubts if he could obtain re- 


nomination, much less win an election. 


Though Vietnam has to rate as a 


military defeat for Uncle Sam, the 
setback in the field of battle stemmed 
from a poor guess on foreign affairs 
which Johnson inherited from the 
Kennedy Administration. 


This is the conviction that because 


ours is a democratic society all other 
nations should be so constructed and if 
they are not, it becomes America's 
moral obligation to export political 
freedom to them. 


In one form or another, the convic- 


tion has been the springboard for U.S. 
foreign policy since the time of 
Woodrow Wilson.

A generation later Roosevelt in- 


veighed against the suppression of the 
spirit.

Although 
fixed within certain limits by state 
law, it includes a wide variety of sub-

and specifies its business. Inhabitants 
in general are admitted, however, and 
sometimes they participate in debate. 
For instance, exiled Soviet author 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn recently at- 
tended the annual meeting of Caven- 
dish, Vt., the town near which he now 
lives, to apologize for the fence he 
erected around his 51-acre property. 


Today, the town meeting flourishes

combined with the circumstances of 
the place.” 
Called to order by the town clerk, the 
typical town meeting proceeds to the 
election of a moderator and then to the 
business stated in the “ warning,” or 
call for the meeting. While some tran­ 
sactions may have been prearranged 
by informal caucus or special advisory 
of financial committees, the open 
debate is often spirited. 
At times, town business is so exten­ 
sive as to require adjourned sessions 
of the annual meeting as well as oc­ 
casional special meetings. Although 
fixed within certain limits by state 
law, it includes a wide variety of sub­ 
jects, 
including 
maintenance 
of 
schools, roads, bridges, waterworks, 
libraries, cemeteries and parks. 
Only qualified voters are summoned 
by the warrant which calls the meeting 
and specifies its business. Inhabitants 
in general are admitted, however, and 
sometimes they participate in debate. 
For instance, exiled Soviet author 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn recently at­ 
tended the annual meeting of Caven­ 
dish, Vt., the town near which he now 
lives, to apologize for the fence he 
erected around his 51-acre property. 
Today, the town meeting flourishes 
mainly in the smaller communities of 
New England. Problems tend to be 
fewer and more manageable in a 
simple, rural setting where neigh­ 
borliness is the norm rather than the 
exception. 
The town meeting should not be dis­ 
missed as a quaint anachronism 
peculiar to a single section of the 
country. If nothing else, it endures as a 
symbol of participatory self-govern­ 
ment at its best. The idea of a people 
taking care of their own needs rather 
than forever appealing for federal or 
state aid is especially appealing at a 
time when several large cities are on 
the brink of municipal bankruptcy. 
Who’s to say that New York, for 
example, might not prosper more 
under town hall rule than it has under 
“professional” managers.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Jimm y Carter may rue the day 
he decided to let the Justice 
Departm ent continue its probe 
of alleged Korean influence- 
buying on Capitol Hill instead of 
turning the whole mess over to a 
special prosecutor. 
The department is reportedly 
having difficulty coming up 
with the kind of hard evidence 
necessary to sustain Indict­ 
ments 
against 
present 
and 
form er m em bers of Congress 
who may have been on the take 
— and that could mean political 
trouble for Carter. 
There are countless die-hard 
Nixon supporters just itching 
for an excuse to accuse the new 
Democratic team of partisan 
favoritism in the administration 
of justice. 
M urmurs of “ cover-up” are 
already creeping into news­ 
paper columns and Republican 
conversations, and they are 
likely to mount if the Justice 
Departm ent 
recom m ends 
anything m ilder than a public 
hanging for two-thirds of the 
Democrats in Congress. 
There 
is 
absolutely 
no 
evidence 
that 
the 
Justice 
Departm ent, which began its 
Korean probe while Republican 
Jerry Ford was President, has 
failed to pursue all available 
leads with vigor. 
But C arter's fellow Georgia 
Democrat, Atty. Gen. Griffin 
Bell, gave critics a mile-wide 
opening when 
he said 
last 
month that he’d like to see the 
investigation wrapped up as ex­ 
peditiously as possible. Such 
displays of impatience are not 
conducive to restoring public 
confidence.

For a President who owes his 
election in large m easure to 
Watergate, Carter seems stran­ 
gely insensitive to the bitter 
legacy of distrust that scandal 
created. 
Of course it is cynical to as­ 
sume that the Justice D epart­ 
ment 
under 
a 
D em ocratic 
president would sweep under 
the 
nig serious allegations 
against 
predom inantly 
Democratic 
m em bers 
of 
Congress. 
But suspicions that such a 
cover-up might occur are en­ 
tirely predictable, given the 
experience of the past five 
years. Congress is held in very 
low esteem by the public, and 
few laymen understand how- 
hard it is to build a bribery case 
that will stand up in court. If 
little comes of the Korean 
probe, it will be easier to as­ 
sume that the fix was in than to 
accept the possibility that the 
Justice Department dfd its best 
and couldn’t find sufficient 
evidence to w arrant prosecu­ 
tions. 
It won’t help them at the 
moment, but C arter and Bell 
may be able to avert further 
problems of this sort by throw­ 
ing the adm inistration’s full 
support behind pending legisla­ 
tion to trigger the appointment 
of a special - prosecutor in all 
federal crim inar investigations 
involving top governm ent of­ 
ficials. 
A sim ilar bill, the principal 
legislative response to the entire 
W atergate 
scandal, 
was 
approved by the Senate last year 
but died in the House Judiciary 
Committee in the waning days 
of the 94th Congress. 
An 
independent 
special 
prosecutor might not be any 
more effective or honest than 
the* attorney general and Justice 
Department in pursuing official 
corruption. But appearances 
count as much as the reality in 
this situation. 


In August, 1962, the great 
American poet Robert Frost had 
his famous meeting with Soviet 
prem ier Nikita Khrushchev in 
the town of Sochi in the Crimea. 
This meeting resulted in a 
minor but extremdly revealing 
scandal. 
The old poet was sick but 
idealistic, and he had gone to 
the USSR 
at 
the 
personal 
request of President John Ken­ 
nedy. Frost was supposed to 
promote “ m utual understand­ 
ing” — and he did, but not in the 
sense Kennedy expected. 
When F rost’s returning jet 
landed at the airport in New 
York, the poet confronted a 
horde of reporters. What had 
Khrushchev said? What had 
Frost said? 
At that moment Frost made a 
statem ent that caused instant 
scandal. It outraged President 
Kennedy, who thereafter ceased 
all communication with the 
poet, not even thanking him for 
his trip to Russia as a “ cultural 
am bassador.” 
The scandal was caused by 
the following statem ent 
by 
Frost 
to 
the 
assem bled 
reporters. “ Khrushchev said he 
feared for us modern liberals. 
He said we were to liberal to 
fight.” 
Whammo! 
This was Ken­ 
nedy's own laureate, the poet 
who had read the Inaugural 
Poem. 
The authors of the new and 
final 
volume 
of 
F ro st’s 
biography, Lawrence Thompson 
and Roy Winmck, believe that 
Frost at the airport “ put the. 
word ‘liberal’ in Khruschev’s 
m outh." 
Frost, 
they 
say, 
fabricated the whole thing to 
“ unburden his own obsession 
with liberals." 
Really? Let us go back to 
Sochi, in the Crim ea, and the 
meeting between those 
two 
powerful men. 
As recorded by the translator 
present, and repeated in the 
Thompson-Winnick biography, 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
in 
a 
ram bling discourse. 
“That the Soviet Union and all 
the Warsaw Pact nations were 


young countries, healthy, vital, 
full of energy. He said that they 
ha'd made extraordinary strides 
forward. The United States and 
W estern 
Europe... 
were 
thousands of years old, with a 
defunct economic system. This 
reminded him... of an anecdote 
reported in Gorky's mem oirs of 
Tolstoy, where Tolstoy told 
about lieing too old and too weak 
and too infirm to do it, but still 
having he desire.” 
Probably 
the 
prem ier’s 
briefers had fed him the literary 
anecdote about Goryky and Tol­ 
stoy, knowing that he would be 
talking to Frost. The im portant 
thing here, however, is that 
Khrushchev delivers to Frost a 
frank opinion that differs in no 
way from that of any other 
Soviet leader before or since. 
Stalin might have put it m re 
brutally, spoken of the ‘'d u st­ 
bin of history.” The current 
man, Leonid Brezhnev, would 
be 
more 
discreet. 
Nikita 
Khrushchev, because of his 1956 
denunciation of Stalin, is sup­ 
posed to be a “ m oderate.” W;hat 
he told Robert Frost, however, 
is completely consistent with 
orthodox Soviet doc-trine. 
Switch back, now, to the New 
York airport, with F rost’s jet 
arriving from Russia. 
Frost had met Khrushchev. 
He had heard the prem ier, 
whom 
he 
liked 
personally, 
describe the West as irresolute, 
in 
retreat, 
its economy 
in 
disarray and — the earthy Tol­ 
stoy anecdote — as miptent in 
the world arena. 
When Frost stepped off his jet 
at the New York airport, he did 
not.

"It's always dangerous to ex- 


trapolate from animal models to 
people," he cautioned, "and our 
results are not conclusive, but it 
would seem advisable for doc- 
tors to proceed cautiously with 
progesterone treatments 
of 


pregnant women — particularly 
in light of what WE know about 
DES.

remember about hormones." 
Dr. Kohrman said, "is that 
these compounds are 
not 


poisons, but natural materials 
with potentially powerful effects 
on developing organisms, and 
these effects may not be seen for 
years or decades."

When large doses of a na- 


turally occurring hormone are 
applied to a system as complex 
and rapidly changing ,as a 
human fetus, the effects are 
difficult to predict as we have 
seen with DES where the 
changes were not detected until 
the children passed 20 years of 
age, he said.

The Women’s Crisis Center, 
which was founded last June, 
has already served over HO vic­ 
tims without 
receiving any 
publicity. 
Krill says the prosecuting at­

Monday, however, that they 
knew us early as March 1 or 2 
that the highly toxic dioxins 
were present in one Michigan 
herd, already quarantined for 
high penta levels. They had 
known since mid-January that 
sewn other herds stowed lower 
amounts of penta. but decided to 
quarantine them only when the 
dioxins were found in the first 
herd.

in. Mrs. Rosenzweig, reached at 
home Sunday night, said of the 
series: “We haven’t seen it.” 
Published accounts of the 
Tuesday installment said that 
Rosenzweig, 1975 Phoenix Man 
of the Year, “ has nurtured 
prostitution and gambling” the 
Arizona city for years. The 
stones on the IRE reports said 
Rosenzweig “ had documented 
ties with mob-connected book­ 
makers 
and 
syndicate 
hoodlums” 
instrumental 
in 
building up Las Vegas “as the 
gambling capital of the nation.” 
They also said Rosenzweig 
denied influence in gambling 
rackets and saying his only 
connection with prostitution was 
“ maybe twice” recommending 
prostitutes to friends as an ac­ 
comodation. 
Goldwater said on television 
today that the accusation that 
Rosenzweig was tied to prosti­ 
tution was “ another lie.” He 
said that he and Rosenzweig 
were elected to City Council at 
the same time and that the 
following year Phoenix was 
named an All American City, 
“mainly because we got rid of 
prostitution.” 
Prostitution 
is 
legal 
in 
Maricopa County outside the 
city limits of Phoenix. 
Sen. Goldwater telephoned 
members of the news media in 
his home state of Arizona on 
Monday. He said he had seen 
published reports of the series 
and added: “ I would say from 
the copies of the original 
material that we’ve gotten our 
hands on ... I would have to say, 
not being a lawyer, that they’re 
all libelous. What I’ve seen of it 
is totally false.” 
Ask(*d if he would file suit, the 
Republican 
senator 
said: 
“That’s something we’re taking 
a look at.” 
He added on “Good Morning, 
America” that if he does file a 
suit, it will “ probably bo the 
biggest in the history of the 
United States. ... we’ll leave it 
up to our lawyers.” 
Anthony Insolia, managing 
editor of Newsday, the Long 
Island newspaper, and story 
editor for the IRE report said: 
• “ We stand on what we have 
reported and written based on

investigation

Arizona.” 
The published accounts said 
the Goldwaters and Rosenzweig 
were involved in ,a web of rela­ 
tionships with underworld lieu­ 
tenant Meyer Lansky, but Sen. 
Goldwater said Monday after­ 
noon: “ I never heard of Meyer 
Lansky until I talked to Barbara 
Walters about 20 minutes ago.”

Goldwater, 
in 
a 
telephone call to The Associated 
Press in Phoenix on Monday 
said of the IRK report: “ I know 
that none of my friends w ill pay 
any attention to it. They’ll take 
it for the poppycock that it is.” 
The published stories said 
Rosenzweig confirmed that he 
had received a $5,000 contribu­ 
tion from the late Willie Bioff, 
described as a racketeer, which 
he put into Barry Goldwater s 
1952 Senate campaign. 
Sen. Goldwater said. “That is 
true.” But he added that he 
knew Bioff under the name Bill 
Nelson which Bioff used when 
he moved to Phoenix in the 


1940s He was murdered in 1955. 
The senator also said that he 
once gave Bioff and his wife a 
ride in his plane from I*is Vegas 
to Phoenix after there was a 
problem with the Biofls' com­ 
mercial flight. He said the 
whole story had been reported 
by columnist Westbrook Pegler 
about 20 years ago. 
Goldwater added today on 
“Good Morning, America," that 
after that plane flight “ I think I 
was at his house for drinks 
twice, he lived right down the 
street fom the golf course.” 
He said that Bioff had never 
been convicted of anything, and 
that Bioff had moved to Phoenix 
under an assumed name alter 
he “ ratted on A1 Capone,” flit* 
Chicago mobster. 
The published accounts of the 
IRE series said Goldwater 
“ flew Bioff to social events 
around the state,” and added 
that Goldwater continued to as­ 
sociate with Bioff after he 
learned his true identity. 
The stories also said that both 


Goldwaters were friendly with 
(Ins (Jreenbaum, described as a 
Lmsky lieutenant, and stayed at 
the Flamingo Hotel in Las 
Vegas when he operated it. The 
stories said the Valley National 
Bank — of which Robert Gold­ 
water is a director — loaned 
money to help finance the 
Flamingo.

Eau Claire Tables Action 
On Rate Hike, Tax Cut 


EAU CLAIRE - The Eau 
Claire village council tabled ac­ 
tion on a possible water rate 
increase and a proposed 1.5-mill 
sewer tax cut last night. 
The water rate increase under 
discussion 
involved 
moving 
from the present $3 per month 
rate to $4 or $4.50 per month. 
Frank 
James. 
village 
president, said the increase was 
needed to offset a $9,290 deficit 
created primarily because of 
extensive repairs to two main 
water pumps 
The increase would produce 
$4.9.14 to $7,401 more in yearly 
revenue. 
The council decided to wait 
until it was clear whether 
present rates will be able to 
overcome the deficit. 


The proposed c ut in the sewer 
tax levy from 3 mills to 1.5 mills 
will be presented at an April 11 
hearing on the village’s 1977-78 
budget. According to Mrs. Ruth 
Sharpe, village clerk, it was 
learned only recently that ad­ 
justments were to have been 
made annually on the bonded 
millage in response to increases 
or decreases in sewer income. 
The village has not made ad­ 
justments since the project was 
constructed 10 years ago and a 
surplus has resulted, she said. 
If the proposal is adopted, the 


cutback will result in an income 
drop from $8,775 to $4,385. 
James said 
In other areas, the council 
announced it will also consider 
granting an industrial facility 
exemption certificate to Shaw- 
nee Specialties Co. at the April 
11 session. The lead and zinc die 
casting firm moved to Eau 
Calire from Bridgman and is 
asking for a tax break under a 
1974 state law aimed at en­ 
couraging 
expansion 
and 
improvement of Michigan in­ 
dustries. 
Shawnee plans an expenditure 
of $128,007 for its building, 
landscaping, machinery* and 
equipment. The firm, which 
employed

Bridgman, expects to hire eight 
to 10 in Eau Claire by the end of 
Uie year.

way between Saugatuck and Holland. It is on 66th street at 138th 
avenue and is operated by the St. Augustine order. The state 
already has an option to buy the 14-year-old Catholic facility for no 
more than J4.2 million. 


The announcements concerning the new plans were made by 


Perry Johnson, department director, during a meeting initially 
called because of the state game area site proposal. Johnson's 
announcement drew applause from a predominately Allegan 
county crowd opposed to the state game area site.

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Charier boat captain Casey Clark of Coloma will pul his newest 


fishing invention on sale for the first time in southwestern 
Michigan during Saturday's Great Ijikes Fishing Show at St. 
Joseph's Shadowland Ballroom. 


Clark, w1» invented the "double downer," a few years back, will 


introduce "add-a-lure" at the 3 to 9:30 p.m. show. The device 
allows trailers to run two lures off one line. 
• 


"I guarantee that these things work very smoothly....no 


tangles," boasts Clark, who also teaches at Coloma. "This device 
lias doubled my average catch per trip." 


"Add-a-lure" is made of "high spring" stainless steel wire and 


clips on to a fisherman's line anywtere from the rod tip down to 
the cannonball. When a fish hits, the device "trips" and slides 
down to the cannonball. It comes in two sizes — one for 15-pound 
test line and up and another for lighter than 15-pound test line. 


Clark, who has been a charter boat captain for five years, runs 


only about three urfour feet of line between his new invention and 
'the lure. Clark believes it has an advantage over running a lure 
behind a cannonball because "the lure is running by itself without 
a cannonball or anything else to spook fish."' 


Clark started using a version of his current "add-a-lurc" last 


spring, and the first time out it caught him the winner in a fishing 
derby sponsored by Skipper's Landing at New Buffalo. Several 
refinements were made through the summer. 


Clark manufactures the device himself and sells it for $1 or $5 


for six. 


Clark's other invention — the "double downer" — allows 


anglers to run two lines off a cannonball-likc device. 


The Coloma inventor also makes some of the lures he uses. 
Now all he needs to come up with is one bait that will catch two 


fish at a time.. 


' 
There will be another attempt to pass a wetlands bill this year in 


- the Michigan legislature. It •would require a statewide inventory of 


wetlands by the Department of Natural Resources and impose 
controls on a variety of potentially destructive uses of wejland 
areas. 


Action on legislation requiring identification tags of fishing tip 


ups and dip net equipment is also expected. The dip net bill could 
also require the removal of dip net equipment and associated 
temporary buildings by June 10 of each year. 


Further legislation anticipated includes amending the game law- 


requiring monetary restitution for the illegal possession of a game 
animal. Present law refers to.thc illegal killing or possession of a 
'game animal (presumably in its entirety). Therefore, some courts 
have applied the law as not meaning parts of an animal and 
therefore have failed to impose damages on some game law- 
violators. New legislation would bring restitution when only parts 


\. of animals are recovered. 


The Department of Natural Resources is considering three op- 


tions for issuing permits to harvest deer doing crop damage. 


As outlined by DNH wildlife chief Dr. David H. Jenkins, the 


options include: 


—A normal permit quota and a "local" quota. Only local 


residents would be eligible for the latter permits. 
' —Same as first option but with "local'.' permits issued only to 
persons who own at least 39 acres in the designated area. 


—A combination of the first two plans. Landowners would have 


five daysjn which to appear for permits. All others then would 
have five days to appear.

The National Wetland Inven- 


tory project of the Interior 
Department's U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service has begun 
operational mapping of the 
wetlands of the United States. 


The project will classify and 


map all coastal wetlands of the 
United States, as well as parts 
of the Dakota prairie pothole 
and Mississippi delta regions 
during fiseal year 1977. The in- 
ventory • staff 
expects 
to 


complete the entire United 
States by the end of 1979. 


The loss of habitat is the most 


serious threat to wildlife in the 
United States today. Wetlands 
are vital nursery areas for 


many forms of wildlife, fish, 
and fowl, yet marshes, fens, 
bogs, and swamps across the 
nation are being drained and 
modified at an alarming rate. 
The need for a national survey 
of remaining wetlands was 
recognized several years ago 
and preparations for opera- 
tional mapping were begun in 
fiscal year 1975. 


The last National Wetland In- 


ventory was completed in 1954 
and surveyed only the lower 48 
states. 
The 
new 
National 


Wetland Inventory will main- 
tain a data base, in both map 
and computer form, in which 
wetlands data will be stored and 
updated.

Charter boat captain Casey Clark of Coloma will pul his newest 
fishing invention on sale for the first time in southwestern 
Michigan during Saturday’s Great Lakes Fishing Show at St. 
Joseph’s Shadowiand Ballroom. 
Clark, who invented the “ double downer,” a few years back, will 
introduce “ add-a-lure” at the 3 to 9:30 p.m. show. The device 
allows trollers to run two lures off one line. 
“ 1 guarantee that these things work very smoothly....no 
tangles,” boasts Clark, who also teaches at Coloma. ‘‘This device 
has doubled my average catch per trip.” 
“ Add-a-lure” is made of “high spring” stainless steel wire and 
clips on to a fisherman's line anywhere from the rod tip down to 
the cannonball. VVTien a fish hits, the device “ trips” and slides 
down to the cannonball. It comes in two sizes — one for 15-pound 
test line and up and another for lighter than 15-pound test line. 
Clark, who has been a charter boat captain for five years, runs 
only about three trrfour feet of line between his new invention and 
the lure. Clark believes it has an advantage over running a lure 
behind a cannonball because “ the lure is running by itself without 
a cannonball or anything else to spook fish. ” 
Clark started using a version of his current “ add-a-lure” last 
spring, and the first time out it caught him the winner in a fishing 
derby sponsored by Skipper’s Landing at New Buffalo. Several 
refinements were made through the summer. 
Clark manufactures the device himself and sells it for $1 or $5 
for six. 
Clark’s other invention — the “ double downer” — allows 
anglers to run two lines off a cannonball-like device. 
The Coloma inventor also makes some of the lures he uses. 
Now all he needs to come up with is one bait that will catch two 
fish at a time. 


There will be another attempt to pass a wetlands bill this year in 
the Michigan legislature. It would require a statewide inventory of 
wetlands by the Department of Natural Resources and impose 
controls on a variety of potentially destructive uses of wetland 
areas. 
Action on legislation requiring identifieation tags of fishing tip 
ups and dip net equipment is also expected. The dip net bill could 
also require the removal of dip net equipment and associated 
temporary buildings by .June 10 of each year. 
Further legislation anticipated includes amending the game law 
requiring monetary restitution for the illegal possession of a game 
animal. Present law refers to the illegal killing or possession of a 
game animal (presumably in its entirety). Therefore, some courts 
have applied the law as not meaning parts of an animal and 
therefore have failed to impose damages on some game law 
violators. New legislation would bring restitution when only parts 
of animals are recovered. 


The Department of Natural Resources is considering three op­ 
tions for issuing permits to harvest deer doing crop damage. 
As outlined by DNR wildlife chief Dr. David H. Jenkins, the 
options include: 
—A normal permit quota and a “ local” quota. Only local 
residents would l>e eligible for the latter permits. 
—Same as first option but with “ local’.’ permits issued only to 
persons who own ai least 39 acres in the designated area. 
—A combination of the first two plans. Landowners would have 
five days in which to appear for permits. All others then would 
have five days to appear.

David K. Easlick said the com- 
pany's objective "is to achieve 
zero energy growth based on the 
amount of floor space we had in 
1974." 


lie said the new program goes 


far 
beyond 
such 
standard 


energy- conservation measures 
as dialing down thermostats 
and turning off lights. 


"In the last three years, 


Michigan Bell has saved enough 
energy" to heat about 6,000 
average homes," he said. "Now 
we're looking closely at every 
building we have and will fine 
tune each so that we use only as 
much energy as we absolutely 
need." 


Easlick said Michigan Bell 


expects to spend nearly $5 
million through 1980 on the con-, 
serration project.

"Since this project is in the 


public interest and will reduce 
the cost of providing telephone 
service. I think that $5 million 
will he very well spent," he 
said." 


According to Easlick. the 


Michigan 
Bell 
program 


includes changing the design of 
some buildings, modifying duet 
work, and installing thermos- 
tat-like heat sensors connected 
to computers. 


Easlick said the company ex- 


pects to spend almost 820 
million on energy in 1977.

He said that if Michigan Bell

program was stimulated

various federal and state energy 
conservation programs and by 
the rapid escalation in the cost 
of electricity and natural gas.

buildings were erected, the cost

Bell Begins 


Plan To Cut 
Energy Use 


DETROIT - Michigan Bell 
said today it plans to reduce 
energy consumption in its 8(t(l 
buildings across the state by at 
least 10 percent over the next 
five years. 
The energy sav ings program 
is to be accomplished even 
though the company projects an 
annual growth rate of some 
quarter-million square feet of 
floor space, the equivalent of 
alxiut 2INI average hom&>. 


Michigan 
Bell 
President 
David K. Easlick said the com­ 
pany’s objective "is to achieve 
zero energy growth based on the 
amount of floor space we had in 
1974.” 
He si id the new program goes 
far 
beyond 
such 
standard 
energy conservation measures 
as dialing down therm ostats 
and turning off lights. 
“ In 
the last 
three years, 
Michigan Bell has saved enough 
energy 
to 
heat 
about 
0,000 
average homes,” he said. “ Now 
we re looking closely at every 
building we have and will fine 
tune each so that we use only as 
much energy as we absolutely 
need.” 
Easlick said Michigan Bell 
expects to spend 
nearly $5 
million through 1980 on the con­ 
servation project. 
“ Since this project is in the 
public interest and will reduce 
the cost of providing telephone 
service, 1 think that $5 million 
will be very well spent,” he 
said. 
According to Easlick, 
the 
Michigan 
Bell 
program 
includes changing the design of 
some buildings, modifying duct 
work, and installing therm os­ 
tat-like heat sensors connected 
to computers. 
Easlick said the company ex­

Alxiut 
$15 million of that will be for 
electricity and natural gas in its 
buildings,

He said that if Michigan Bell 
adhered only to the conservation 
guidelines

would be spending almost $3n 
million a year to operate its 
buildings by 1982. 
Easlick said this massive 
program was stimulated by 
v arious federal and state energy 
conservation programs and by 
the rapid escalation in the cost 
of electricity and natural gas. 


“When many of our older 
buildings were erected, the cost 
of heating, air conditioning, and
